They  are  act  in  the  ord>nory  wooden 
frame,  and  f^ruiah  a  cheap  and  indestructi¬ 
ble  aisle.  Tbo  ordinary  l  ie  sella  for  23 
pfennig*  (7)  [cents),  lio  also  makes  a  pe¬ 
culiar  kind  of  ink  for  use  with  these  slates, 
railed  'Vth.ldrcn'a  ink"  (himlertiuU).  It 
Is  made  of  h^nuleaa  umeral  colors  and  a 
solution  of  dfixtrine,  and  boa  an  advantage 
over  oomrnoa  ink.  thit  the  blou  which 
children  are  kure  lo  make  can  be  raaily 
washed  out  with  cold  water.  The  same 
slate  can  also  be  uaed  to  write  on  with  or-  ■ 
dmary  ink  or  lead  pencil,  and  both  washed 
oS  with  a  moistened  sponge. 

When  the  ialntoa  are  intended  for  one 
with  lead  pencils  they  arc  coated  wi  h  water 
glass,  which  permits  of  writing  upon  the 
•late  immediately  after  washing  and  while 
•kill  wet.  If  jin  the  course  of  time  the  water 
glaus  fiim  get^  dirty  it  can  be  removed  with 
a  piece  of  aaddpsper  a  id  a  new  coating  ap¬ 
plied  with  a  sponge.  The  tablet  itself 
shows  through  tho  parchment  and  water 
gUae  film  pei$eci!y  ruit  white,  which  per¬ 
mits  of  its  be|ng  used  iu  any  light,  and  is 
especially  a  lMitageoae  for  drawing  be¬ 
cause  the  Mulling  of  drawing  is  black,  aud 
that  is  more  natural  than  to  nuke  white 
shading  with  (while  chalk.  Colored  pencils 
or  crayons  can  also  lie  used,  and  is  useful 
in  teaching  natural  history.

During  the  pest  reason  I  had  occasion 
to  travel  ox^k  and  along  the  continental 
dixidc  which  '  B«j>aralea  the  waters  of  the 
two  oceans,  as  well  the  counties  of  Gunni¬ 
son  and  Chaffs*,  Colorado,  and  at  h  point 
•hoot  four  milesr  west  from  the  town  of 
Monarch,  neak  the  head  of  the  South  Ar¬ 
kansas,  I  noticed  the  debris  of  very  ancient 
works  of  stone,  which,  considering  their  lo¬ 
cation,  were  Very  curious  and  interesting. 
They  comprised  a  scries  of  low  stone

TO  ITBSTMIBSTXR  ABBEY. 

"How  reverend  Is  the  face  of  tfcss  tall  pile, 
Whose  ancient  pillars  rear  their  marble  beads.” 
To  visit  London  without  seeing  Westminster 
Abbey,  would  be  au  unpardonable  blunder. 
Within  its  walls  sleeps  the  duet  of  England’s 
kings,  queens  and  princes,  from  Edward  the 
Confessor  to  George  II,  ••  well  ta  her  most  hon¬ 
ored  authors,  poets,  statesmen,  warriors,  artists 
and  actors. 

Though  not  as  large  as  8t.  Patti's,  yet  it  Is  the 
next  most  Imposing  religious  edifice  of  London. 
On  approaching  Victoria  Strwt  from  Parlia¬ 
ment,  we  bare  the  finest  view  ot  the  abbey.  Its 
towers,  pinnacles  and  numerous  turrets  gjve  to 
It  s  maguifleent  appearance. 

At  I  entered  this  venerable  tetttple  and  look¬ 
ed  upon  the  ducky  archea,  the  gray  walla,  the 
time  woven  inscriptions  and  the  mutilated  me¬ 
morials,  I  realised  ss  never  before  the  full  force 
of  these  words: 

“Life  is  s  frost  of  fellcitie. 

And  death  the  thaw  of  all  ottr  rankle." 

Here  lie  those  wbo  warred  with  each  other  In 
life,  now  peaceful  and  quiet  in  fleatb;  here  the 
jealousies  of  fame  and  fortuns  are  forgotten, 
and  side  by  side  rest  the  good  aad  the  bad,  the 
man  of  war  and  the  man  of  peace. 

The  main  body  of  the  abbey  It  surrounded  by 
tablets,  statues  and  monuments  of  departed 
grandeur.  In  it  may  be  seen  every  variety  of 
taste  sod  every  degree  of  sploador  in  execu¬ 
tion.  I  will  not  attempt  to  go  Into  detail— to 
do  so  would  be  to  fill  a  book.  1  will  only  notice 
a  few  of  the  monuments  which  zriade  a  lasting 
impression  on  my  udnd. 

After  gazing  for  awhile  at  the  tombs  of  Bri¬ 
tain's  kings  and  queens,  and  the  gorgeous  pro¬ 
fusion  of  ornsmept  In  Henry  VII. 's  chapel,  I 
passed  out  into  s  place  of  still  greater  interest 
—the  poet’s  corner— so  called  from  being  chiefly 
appropriated  to  the  reception  of  the  monuments 
and  mortal  relics  of  m*u  of  letters.  In  this  lit¬ 
tle  corner  Is  concentrated  the  dust  of  the  true 
men  'of  genius;  men  who  are  ttot  Indebted  to 
wealth,  fortune  or  rank  for  their  celebrity,  but 
to  their  own  labor  iu  the  improvement  of  the 
gifts  bestowed.  Many  of  them  lived  and  died 
in  poverty,  but  who,  nevertheless,  made  for 
themselves  names  which  shall  sever  die.  Here 
is  a  tablet  with  the  medallion  of  Beu  Jouson 
with  these  words  inscribed  beneath,  “O  rare 
BeuJousou!"  A  story  is  told  fibout  the  grave 
of  the  poet  which  is  as  descrvlttg  of  credit  as 
many  of  the  marvellous  relations  of  the  cathe¬ 
dral  guides.  It  Is  to  this  ciloct:  One  dajy  the 
Dean  of  Westminster  rallied  Joosoii  about  bla 
I  buriiil  hi  (he  abbey  vaults.  “I  am  loo  poor  for 
I  th  it,*'  said  Ben,  “and  no  one  will  lay  out  fun- 
I  eral  c  harges  upon  me.  No,  sir,  six  feet  loqg  by 
j  two  feet  wide  Is  too  much  for  me;  two  fept  by 
two  will  do  (oral)  I  waat.”  “You  shall  have 
It,”  said  the  Dcaa.  On  the  poet's  death  the' 
riddle  was  t-XDlalned  by  a  demand  for  the  apace 
agreed:  when  a  hole  eight  feel  deep  was  dug 
aud  the  coffin  set  upright  lo  it. 

Here  Is  an  altar-tomb  with  •  Gothic  capopy 
erected  over  the  oldest  and  the  beat  of  Eng¬ 
land's  poets,  Geoffrey  Chaucer, 

“Ancient  master,  laughing  sage, 

Cm vc so.  whoso  native  mannera,  painting  rsrte 
Well  mortallzsd.  sltloos  through  the  tisfthlo  cloud 
Of  time  and  language,  o’er  bis  gmius  thrown," 
Close  by  Is  a  status  of  William  Sliakspeare 
which  is  aa  much  admired  M  Ms  own  words  In 
scribed  thereon: 

“The  eluud-cupp'd  towers,  the  forgeoua  palace*, 
The  solemn  temples,  the  great  globe  lierif. 

Yea,  ail  which  It  inherits  shall  dissolve, 

And  like  the  baseless  fabric  of  A  vision. 

Leave  not  a  wreck  behind. "  f 
These  lines  are  strangely  eloquent  In  this 
place,  and  much  in  keeping  with  tlicli  sur¬ 
roundings. 

Looking  you  in  Ute  fsee,  ns  if  eager  to  t  trust 
itself  upon  your  notice,  Is  the  bu»t  of  Nicimias 
Rowe,  by  ltj»0r.uk.  It  is  clii«4|y  notlceab 
a  beautiful  inscription  by  Pope,  the  closing 
lines  of  which  refer  to  bis  widow  . 

“To  these,  so  mourn'd  in  death,  so  loved  In  life. 
The  childless  parent  and  the  widow'd  wife,  j 
With  tears  Inscribes  this  monument  U  st< 

That  bolds  their  ashes,  a/t-i  her  ou 

Aud  here  is  Cupid  holding  a  Ricdallion  o !  the 
poet  John  Gay,  with  a  e’otfplet  which  I J  not 
only  false  but  very  much  ou!  «  place, 

“Life  isu  jest,  and  all  tilings  show  it; 

1  thought  so  uncc,  and  now  I  know  it. 

It.  was  unjust  to  taku  a  more  ex  pres, 
the  nod's  mind  iu  a  thuughtleas  moment 
place  1:  on  his  monument.  i 
“Life  Is  real,  life  is  earnest. 

And  tho  grave  Is  not  its  goal  I’ 

A  little  lo  the  right  is  a  plain  tablet  wittj  this 
inscription:  “Here  Jyeth  (excepting  the  second 
coming  or  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ),  the  body 
of  Edmond  Spcnccr,  the  priueo  of  poets  Hi  his 
tyme;  whose  divine  spirit  needs  no  other  witness 
than  the  works  which  he  leftbobinde  him-” 

But  time  will  fail  to  speak  of  all  the  monu 
menls  of  Dryden,  Campbell,  Southey,  Thomson, 
Goldsmith,  Addison,  Camden,  ttnd  others. 

It  must  not  be  supposed,  however,  that  the 
“Poet's  Corner"  is  solely  conflacd  to  poet4;  di¬ 
vines,  philosophers,  actors,  musicians,  drama¬ 
tists,  architects  and  critics  bare  found  a  place 
amoug  them.  Barrow,  whose  life  almost  justi¬ 
fies  the  Inscription  which  speaks  of  "a  man  al¬ 
most  divine,  and  truly  great,  if  greatueae  be 
comprised  in  piety,  probity  and  faith,  the  deep¬ 
est  learning,  equal  modesty  and  morals  in 
respect  sanctified  aud  sweet. ’»  Barrow, 

Charles  II.  used  to  cell  an  “ttttfair 
because  after  he  took  hold  of  n  subject 
uothing  for  others.  Barrow  sleeps  here. 

Crossing  to  the  wall  or  scretb  of  the 
stand  before  the  beautiful  aeulptuiwd 
meat  of  Dr.  Busby,  master  of  IVcsi 
School.  It  is  said  that  Addiaott  and  Sir 
once  met  before  Bueby’s  memorial,  win 
following  conversation  followed :  “Well,  8lr 
Rogers,  what  think  you  of  Busby  T”  “Dr. 
Busby,”  answered  the  knight^  ‘‘a  great  man;  be 
whipped  my  grandfather— a  eery  great  man  !

In  the  nave  and  chapels  are  taany  inscriptions 
in  Hebrew  and  Greek,  some  of  which  date  back 
as  far  as  016.

In  the 
north  transept  sleep  some  of  England’s  great¬ 
est  statesmen  and  orators;  lu  the  centre  of  the 
aisle  is  a  slab  marked  C.  J.  F.  This  is  aJ|  that 
marks  the  last  resting-place  of  the  great  parlia¬ 
mentary  leader,  Charles  J  a  rata  Fox;  and  hoe 
too,  I  notloed  the  names  of  RU,  Mansfield  sad 
Grattan.
